nied that she had killed the little girls, 
but, it is said, afterwards admitted 
the deed, saying she was afraid her 


Reading, Pa„ Sept. 16. — Timothy 
Kelleher, a member of Troop C, of tho 
state constabulary, who was recog­ 
nized as one of the bravest and best 
officers In the organization, was stab­ 
bed to death here by one of two Ital­ 
ians, who he was attempting to arrest 
for assaulting a young woman. The 
body of the officer w*as found along the 
banks of the Schuylkill river. Kelleher 
had been stabbed in the groin, and 
bled to death, a large artery having 
beon severed. Marks of blood showed 
that the b'bdy of the officer had been 
carried some 200 yards or more to tho 
river and thrown over a 25-foot em­ 
bankment. 


From the information gleaned by 
Sergeant Hunt and others in the con­ 
stabulary, it appears that Kelleher was 
on leave on Saturday, and went to the 
theatre in the evening. He started for 
the barracks of the troop, which is 
across the Schuylkill river in Cumru 
township. Kelleher had crossed the 
Pennsylvania railroad bridge over the 
river, when he heard a woman cry 
“Help.” 
He answered tho call, and 
came upon two Italians struggling with 
Bertha Berfthart, aged 26 years. Kelle­ 
her knocked the woman’s assailants 
aside and tried to make them prison­ 
ers, when one of 
them turned 
and 
stabbed him with a stiletto. Miss Bern- 
hart fled, and the Italians carried Kel­ 
leher to the river embankment and 
threw him over. Miss Bernhart told 
the police she was on her way homo 
from a visit when she was seized by 
the Italians. 
She Is held as a witness 
by the police, and several Italians have 
been arrested as suspects, but the as­ 
sailants have not been identified. 


Kelleher was 30 years old and a na­ 
tive of Dublin. He served with the 
British army in the Boer war and also 
with the United States army in the 
Philippines. He enlisted in the con­ 
stabulary from Pittsburg. 
Kelleher is 
the first member of the state police 
force to met death at the hands of a 
law-breaker.

PAWNEE LORE 


Mythological Tales of an 
American Indian Tribe..... 


The C*rn5gis Institution, of Wash- 


ington, bas issued a collection of 
Mythological tales gathered by Geo. 
A. Dorsey. curator of anthropology 
in the Field Museum of Natural His- 
tory, from the hereditary story tellers 
"of various bands of the Pawnee tribe. 
These may be divided roughly into 
these classes—tales which are be- 
lieved by the Indians to be true and 
which especially concern the super- 
natural beings of the houvens; hero 
tales which the Indians believe may 
or may not be true, and "Coyote" 
tales, none of which are supposed to 
be true, but nearly all of which point 
a moral. Here is one which describes 
a contest between a poor boy and a 
witch, in which the boy was victor- 
ious: 


"A young man wandered away 


from his village. He came to another 
Tillage, and when he entered it he 
was taken in by the chief of the tribe, 
and Eyes-Wide-Open, a Coyote, came 
and invited the boy to eat with a 
witch woman. The boy was told to 
eat nothing that the witch might give 
Lira, as it was all human flesh. The 
l;oy went, and the witch offered him 
something to eat, but the boy would 
not eat- The witch said: 'My grand- 
child, I want to play a game with 
you," and the boy said: 'Tell me what 
it is. Perhaps I shall play with you.' 
The old woman said: 'To-morrow I 
should like you to go down to the 
creek with me. We will both dive, 
and whoever shall come up first from 
the water shall be beaten.' The boy 
said that he would dive with her. She 
*aid: 'If you come up before I do, 
Ihen I take your life.' The boy went 
come and told the people. The nex" 
-'lay, early in the morning. Eyes- 
«Vide-Open came and told him that 
the old woman was ready. The peo- 
jle all went down to the stream. The 
icy and the old woman went into the 
water and waited until they were in 
tae middle of the stream and then 
dired. 
In a few minutes the boy 


came up. 
"When the old woman 


heard the shouting and calling by the 
people she knew that he must be up, 
and she came out of the water and 
took the boy to her home and cut off 
his heal and placed it among the 
skulls she had.

The boy was thank- 
ful. 
The old beaver said to the 


young beaver: 'Lie down while I cut 
your leg off.' The young beaver lay 
down and liis leg was cut off. It was 
placed in a pot and boiled, and after 
the meat was cooked they took it ouc 
and fed the boy with the meat of the 
leg of the beaver. When the boy ate 
of the leg the old beaver took the 
bone of the leg and threw it outside 
of the lodge into the water; then the 
old beaver said to the young Leaver: 
'Go and bring your leg back again.' 
The young beaver went out, dived 
into the waier, and when it came 
back it had its leg on again. 
The 


boy was told to go home and to be 
ready to dive with the witch the next 
day. The old beaver then gave the 
young man blue mud with which he 
was to daub himself all over. 
The 


boy went home and went to bed. 


"Early in the morning Eyes-Wide- 


Open came and said: 'Young man, the 
old woman is ready to dive with you. 
Then Eyes-Wide-Open cried through 
the village and told the people to go 
down to the stream of water; that 
the young man and the old woman 
were going to dive. When they ar- 
rived at the water the boy selected 
the west side and the old witch stood 
on the east side. They walked down 
to the water, waded in, and when 
they roached the middle of the stream 
they dived. As they dived the boy 
swam under and reached the lodge of 
the beavers and entered it. As soon 
as he entered the lodge of the beav- 
ers the old beaver said: 'My son, lie 
down and I will cut off your leg aad 
boil it for your brother to eat.' The 
young beaver lay down, his leg was 
cut off, put in a pot and boiled. Then 
the old beaver told the boy that while 
the pot was boiiing he must lie down 
and sleep. 
The boy lay down and 


slept. The man told one of the beav- 
ers- to swim toward the bank and to 
watch and see when the old woman 
should come out from the water. The 
beaver swam to the bank and sat un- 
der the grass which hung over the 
bank.

"The old woman and the boy had 


dived in the morning. It was then in 
the afternoon and neither of them 
had come up.

poles at an early age—eaa be grown 
on the better classes of soil in com- 
petition with better farm crops. 


During a recent field season the 


Forest Service made a fielti study to 
ascertain the kinds of trees best 
adapted to planting in the prairie 
sections of the State. 
Over 100 


plantations were examined and more 
than 20,000 trees were measured as 
a basis for determining the rate of 
growth and the value of the planta- 
tion. 
The yield of posts or poles an 


acre was computed for the planta- 
tions 
examined, and conservative 


prices were assigned in order to find 
their present value. 
Detailed results 


and 
consequent 
recommendations 


are embodied in circular SI of the 
Forest Service, "Forest Planting in 
Illinois,"1 which will be sent free upon 
application to the Forester, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. 


Plantations which show a net an- 


nual income at three per cent, of $4 
an acre or more are regarded as com- 
mercially successful. Judged by this 
standard, the only species which 
would have paid throughout are cat- 
alpa, with an average return of §5.IS 
an acre, and larch, with a return of 
?4.3S an acre. 


With catalpa, ten plantations oat 


of fifteen whose products were com- 
puted have paid more than ?4 an 
acre, while two of these have paid 
$9.35 
and 
$16.70, 
respectively. 


Though the average indicated return 
from catalpr. is but little more than 
that from larch, it is often preferable 
to plant catalpa. 
It grows a trifl? 


fester, can be utilized for posts and 
holes at a smaller size, and its wood 
is more durable. Besides catalpa 
will grow well on ground that is too 
wet for larch, or which is flooded sc 
often that success with farm crops is 
uncertain. 


Of the sixteen larch plantations ex- 


amined, ten have paid more than $4 
an acre, and of these two have paid 
more than $7 an acre. This indi- 
cates that if a market developes for 
larch posts and poles, as seems likely, 
planting lar^h will at least be as 
profitable as raising ordinary fan. 
srops. 


Because Osage orange has been 


planted mainly for hedges its value 
as a plantation tree has been passed 
aver. That it is unsurpassed in soil 
adaptability and in hardiness has 
been amply demonstrated. The on.y 
danger lies in the northern part of 
the State, where it is likely to winter 
kill. The two Osage orange plan- 
tations examines show an average 
annual income of $3.12 an acre, a 
sum which undoubtedly could have 
been increased had the original spac- 
ing been closer. 
There is good rea- 


son to believe that Osage orange will 
pay on ground whica is unsuited to 
catalpa or larch and which, at the 
same time, will not bring a pro. ei- 
return from farm crops. 


The average return from black 


walnut is low. F ce this tree .ecuires 
many years to reach a size proficab1 
to cut. It is true thai one twenty- 
year-old grove shows an annual in- 
come of ?2.uo an acre, but this is 
computed for posts, and no owner 
of a walnut _roTc is likely to' cut it 
for these. 
'Jwo groves in Whiteside 


and Morgan counties show annual 
incomes of $3.66 and $3.32 an acre, 
respectively, at the end of forty-nins 
and sixty-four years. These, how- 
ever, are by far the best walnut 
groves measured. Even under the 
best conditions walnut requires at 
least fifty years to reach a profitable 
cutting size, while in one hundred 
yoars the profit siould be much 
larger. Few persons, however, aro 
likely to undertake such a long-time 
inveslm^rt. 


In addition to giving tables show- 


ing the rate of growth of all the 
species of trees which have been 
largely planted in Illinois, sugges- 
tions are give) 
as to the best 


methods of planting and thinning a 
fores'; - lantation, and reference is 
made > a plantation recently started 
by the Northern Illinois State Nor- 
mal School at De Kalb. according 
to plan:: prepared by the Forest Ser- 
vice. 
One of the most instructive 


plantations examined was that estab- 
lished in 1S71 by the University of 
Illinois 
at 
Urbana. 
This covers 


about thirteen acres and contains 
twenty species of forest trees, many 
of which have grown well.

whole nation with its most artiztic 
ironware, especially of the domestic 
kind.

and more rare, and certain of tho 
ironwork of this kind BOW brought 
from ancient mansions fetches fancy 
prices. 
Many a fine piece has been,

Mythological Tales of an 
American Indian Tribe 


The Carnpgle Institution, of Wash- 
ington. kas Issued a collection of 
wytholoRlcal tales gathered by Geo. 
A, Dorsey, curator of anthropology 
in the Field Museum of Natural His- 
tory, from the hereditary story tellers 
of various bands of the Pawnee tribe. 
The^e may be divided roughly into 
these classes—tales which are be- 
lieved by the Indians to be true and 
especially concern the super- 
natural beings of the heavens; hero 
tales which the Indians believe may 
or may not he true, and "Coyote" 
tales, none of which are supposed to 
bo true, but nearly all of which point 
a moral.

Annual Returns in Illinois of $4.3« 
Per Acre From Larch. 


Both soil and climate conditions 
in 
Illinois are favorable to tree 
growth, as is well shown by the fact 
that'ovcr 180 species are found, and 
many 
introduced 
species 
thrive. 
Comparatively few species, however 
—those which will furnish posts or 
poles at an early age—can be grown 
on the better classes of soil in com- 
petition with bettor farm crops. 


During a recent field season the 
Forest Service made a field study to 
ascertain the kinds of trees 
best 
adapted to planting in tho prairie 
sections of tho State. 
Over 100 
plantations were examined and more 
than 20,000 trees were measured as 
a basis for determining the rate of 
growth and the value of the planta- 
tion. 
The yield of posts or poles an 
acre was computed for the planta- 
tions 
examined, and conservative 
prices were assigned in order to find 
their present value. 
Detailed results 
and 
consequent 
recommendations 
are emboaied in circular 81 of tho 
Forest Service, "Forest Planting in 
Illinois," which will be sent free upon 
application to the Forester, United 
States 
Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. 


Plantations which show a net an- 
nual income at three per cent, of | 4 
an acre or more are regarded as com- 
mercially successful. 
Judged by this 
standard, the only 
species 
which 
would have paid throughout are cat- 
alpa, with an average return of $5.18 
an acre, and larch, with a return of 
14.38 an acre. 


With catalpa, ten plantations out 
of fifteen whose products were com- 
puted have paid more than 14 an 
acre, while two of these have paid 
Í9.35 
and $16.70, 
respectively. 
Though the average indicated return 
from catalpr- Is but little more than 
that from larch, it is often preferable 
to plant catalpa. 
It grows a trifl? 
faster, can be utilized for posts and 
holes at a smaller size, and its wood 
is 
more 
durable. 
Besides 
catalpa 
will grow well on ground that Is too 
wet for larch, or which is flooded so 
often that success with farm crops Is 
uncertain. 


Of the sixteen larch plantations ex- 
amined, ten have paid more than $4 
an acre, and of these two have paid 
more than $7 an acre. 
This indi- 
cates that if a market developes for 
larch posts and poles, as seems likely, 
planting lar^^.h will at least be as 
profitable as liaising ordinary far:.. 
crops. 


Because Osage orange has been 
planted mainly for hedges its value 
as a plantation tree has been passel 
over. 
That it is unsurpassed in soil 
adaptability and in hardiness has 
been amply demonstrated. 
The oniy 
danger lies in the northern part of 
the State, where it is likely to winter 
kill. 
Tho two Osage orange 
plan- 
tations examinei show an average 
annual income of $3.12 an acre, a 
sum which undoubtedly could have 
been increased bad the original spac- 
ing been closer. 
There is good rea- 
son to believe that Osage orange will 
pay on ground whlck is unsulted to 
catalpa or larch and v/hich, at the 
same time, will not bring a pro. e: 
return from farm crops. 


The 
average 
return 
from 
black 
walnut is low, F ce this tree .equires 
many years to reach a size profitab? 
to cut. 
It is true thai one twenty- 
year-old grove shows an annual in- 
come of $2.u5 an acre, but^ this is 
computed for posts, and no owner 
of a walnut ^rovc is likely to'cut it 
for these. 
Vwo groves in Whiteside 
and Morgan counties show 
annual 
incomes of |3.66 and $3.32 an acre, 
respectively, at the end of forty-nino 
and sixty-four years. 
These, 
how- 
ever, are by far the best 
walnut 
groves measured. 
Even under the 
best conditions walnut requires at 
least fifty years to reach a profitable 
cutting size, while In one hundred 
yoars the profit should be much 
larger. 
Few persons, however, aro 
likely to undertake such a long-time 
inveslmort. 


;n addition to giving tables show- 
ing the rate of growth of all the 
species of trees which 
have 
been 
largely planted in Illinois, 
sugges- 
tions aro glvej 
as to the best 
methods of planting and thinning a 
forest : lontatlon, and reference is 
made > a plantation recently Uarted 
by the Northern Illinois State Nor- 
mal School at Do Kalb, 
according 
to planr; prepared by the Forest Ser- 
vice. 
One of the most 
Instructive 
plantations examined was that estab- 
lished in 1871 by the University of 
Illinois 
at 
Urbana. 
This 
covers 
about 
thirteen 
acres and contains 
twenty species of forest trees, many 
of which have grown well.

Ancient 
Lead Cisterns and Sussex 


Ironwork. 


The collector on the lookout for 
windfalls is with us everywhere now, 
and even the va«t quantities of scrap 
iron that are melted down and con- 
verted to various uses by the dealers 
are carefully sorted and ransacked, 
mainly tor two classes of articles, old 
Sussex firabacks and other Ironware 
and ancient lead cisterns, the latter 
being mostly regarded as works of 
art as well as curiosity. 


Time was—and not so very long 
ago—when all those vast, bare bu- 
beautlful tracts of Sussex we now 
know as the "Downs" were covered 
by rich iorests, but most of the v/ood 
grov/ing In these was cut down in 
order to fted the iron furnaces which 
then existed in varions parts of the 
country, and vhich 
supplied the 
whole nation with its most arti-tio 
ironware, especially of the 
domestic 
kind. 
Then came Shefileld with it:: 
resources of coal Instead of wood 
f r . the manipulation of the iron, 
T - u s the Sussex ware became rarer 
and move rare, and certain of t l u 
Ironwork of this kind ijow brouifht 
from ancient mansions fetches fancy 
prices, 
Many a fine piece has been 
discovered in old scrap iron. 


The ler-^ clstenu in old mansions 
were not only melted into a mould 
all in one piece, but they were, as to 
their front portion at least, cast in 
tho most artistic and quaint designs, 
some of the greatest craftsmen and 
designers In the country being en- 
gagad In the making of the patterns. 
These old cisterns are sometimes 
dijcovei ed In heaps 
of 
material 
classed as waste, and not long ago a 
splendid 
ppecimen of the time of 
Charles I. that had come to a AVi.lte- 
chapel dealer from an old Warwick- 
shire mansion sold for 200 guineas, 
the dcs'^-n being particularly beauti- 
ful a- d unimpaired by tane.—Tit 
Bits.

Arabian horses are more apt to be 
chestnut, sorrel or light bay 
than 
gray. 
Generals and circus men select 
white horses because they are more 
conspicuous than darker animals. I t 
is true that the Percheron 
heavy 
horse is in some respects preferable 
to the Shire and Clydesdale of Eng- 
land. because their feet are better 
and they have a springy walk. 


This is due to the mixture of Arab- 
ian blood away bark, but the owner 
of the Shire or Clyde will tell you 
that the Percheron's knees are not 
so reliable as those of the English 
horse. 
There are about as many; 
black Percherons as there are gray. 
If Joan of Arc rode a milk-white 
steed, she did it because he was old 
and steady (no colts are white) or 
because the white was in harmonious 
accordance with her riding-habit. It 
is true that St. John saw white horses 
in heaven, but he also saw red horses 
and black horses and yellow horse» 
and one pale horse. 


The biggest, 
finest and whitest 
mules in the world are in Madrid; in 
Vienna and Budapest the carriage 
and coach horses are all big iron- 
grays, but the running horses are 
generally sorrel or light bay, with an 
occasional black. 
In Berlin the coach 
teams are bay or brown; in Finance 
the carriage horses are bay and 
brown, but heavy coach and team 
horses are gray. 
In England 
bay; 
black and brown predominate, ex- 
cept on the race-tracks, where they 
are, as everywhere, mostly light bay, 
sorrel or chestnut. 


The late Queen's great coach team 
were eight gray creams with white 
trimmings. In the army dark colors' 
are preferred for cavalry and artil- 
lery, as they are easier groomed and 
less conspicuous in battle. 
There is 
no other so beautiful a carriage team 
as white horses; the trouble, though, 
is to mate them, as no young horses- 
are ever white. 


Gray Eagle was for a time the rage 
in Kentucky, but Kentucky racehorse 
men do not like gray any more. Old 
Eclipse was a sorrel; so was Flying 
Childers; so was Blair Athol. Nor- 
folk was a bay, Lodi a black, True 
Blue a "wine-colored** bay. 
Joe Dan- 
iels was, like Lexington, a pale bay^ 
Four well-matched bays make a beau- 
tiful team, but one gray In a four- 
horse team is a color misfit. The- 
hackneys are almost all bays. Colors- 
in horses are much a matter of fash- 
ion.—Salt Lake City Telegram.

PAWNEE LORE 
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Mythological Tales of an 
American Indian Tribe...... 


The Carnegie Institution, of Wash­ 
ington, has issued a collection 
of 
mythological tales gathered by Geo. 
A, Dorsey, curator of anthropology 
in the Field Museum of Natural His­ 
tory, from the hereditary story tellers 
of various bands of the Pawnee tribe. 
These may be divided roughly intb 
these classes—tales which are be­ 
lieved by the Indians to be true and 
which especially concern the super­ 
natural beings of the heavens; hero 
talcs which the Indians believe may 
or may not be true, and “Coyote” 
teles, none of which are supposed to 
be true, but nearly all of which point 
a moral. Here is one which describes 
a contest between a poor boy and a 
witch* in which the boy was victor­ 
ious: 


44A young man 
wandered 
away 
from his village. He came to another 
village, and when he entered it he 
was taken in by the chief of the tribe, 
and Eyes-Wide-Open, a Coyote, came 
and invited the boy to eat with a 
witch woman. 
The boy was told to 
<>nt nothing that the witch might give 
him, as it was all human ilesli. 
The 
hoy went, and the witch offered him 
something to eat, but the boy would 
not eat. 
The witch said: ‘My grand­ 
child, I want to play a game with 
you/ and the boy said: 'Tell me what 
it is. 
Perhaps I shall play with you/ 
The old woman said: ‘To-morrow I 
should like you to go down to the 
creek with me. 
We will both dive, 
und whoever shall come up first from 
the water shall he beaten.' 
The boy 
*aid that he would dive with her. She 
*aid: ‘If you come up before 1 do, 
then I take your life.* The boy went 
home and told the people. 
The next 
.4ay, early in the morning, Eyes- 
Wide-Open came and told him that 
the old woman was ready. 
The peo- 
jl e all went down to the stream. 
The 
hoy and the old woman went into the 
water and waited until they were in 
the middle of the stream and then 
dived. 
In a few minutes the boy 
came up. 
AVhen the old 
woman 
Ijeard the shouting and calling by the 
people she knew that he must be up, 
and she came out of the water and 
took the hoy to her home and cut off 
his h e al and placed it among the 
skulls she had. 
She told Eyes-Wide- 
Open to watch through the village 
for some other young men. 


“The boy had a brother at homo 
who was the very image of the one 
who was killed. 
He went *.o the vil­ 
lage hunting for his brother. 
When 
he arrived Eyes-Wide-Open invited 
him to the lodge of the old woman. 
When the joy entered he saw his 
brother’s head among the skulls. The 
woman said: ‘My grandson, I want 
you to dive with me to-morrow. 
If 
you come out first, you shall take my 
life and the lives of all my people/ 
The boy then said: ‘I am willing to 
do this if the chief and his people 
will be on my s*de/ The old woman 
cent Eyes-Wide-Open to the chief and 
disked him if he and his people would 
be on the boy’s side. 
The chief said 
that he woi I. 


‘ That night the boy asked the chief 
where the old woman had her place 
for the diving. 
The chief told the 
boy where the place was. 
The chief 
went home and left the boy at the 
place. 
The boy then stood upon the 
hanks of the water and cried. 
A lit­ 
tle beaver came up from the water 
and asked the boy what he was cry­ 
ing about. 
The hoy said: ‘I am cry­ 
ing because I have to dive with the 
old woman. 
This woman has killed 
many young men w‘io visited the vil­ 
lage/ The little beaver then told the 
boy to stay there, as he wus going to 
see his father and mother. The little 
beaver dived and went into his lodge, 
and told his father and mother that 
there was a fine looking young man 
upon the bank crying bitterly because 
he was going to dive with the old 
woman.

the boy that they had decided to take 
pity upon him and were going to help 
him kill this old woman.. The beaver 
then told 
tho boy that when ho 
should dive he should select the place 
on tho west side, and as soon as he 
dived he should swim up to the lodge 
and enter it. There they would keep 
him as long as the woman remained 
under the water. The boy was thank­ 
ful. 
The old beaver 
spJd to the 
young beaver: ‘Lie down while I cut 
your leg off/ 
The young beaver lay 
down and iis leg was cut off. 
It was 
placed in a pot and boiled, and after 
the meat was cooked they took it out 
and fed the boy with the meat of the 
leg of the beaver. When the boy ate 
of the leg the old beaver took tho 
bone of the leg and threw it outside 
of the lodge into the water; then the 
old beaver said to the young beaver: 
‘Go and bring your leg back again/ 
The young beaver went out, dived 
Into the water, and when it came 
back it had its leg on again. 
The 
boy was told to go home and to bo 
ready to dive with the witch the next 
day. 
The old beaver then gave the 
young man blue mud with which he 
was to daub himself all over. 
The 
j boy went home and went to bed. 


“Early in the morning Eyes-Wide- 
Open came and said: ‘Young man, tho 
old woman is ready to dive with you/ 
Then Eyes-Wide-Open cried through 
the village and told the people to go 
down to the stream of water; that 
the young man and the old woman 
were going to dive. 
When they ar­ 
rived at the water the boy selected 
the west side and the old witch stood 
on the east side. 
They walked down 
to the water, waded in, and when 
they roached the middle of the stream 
they dived. 
As they dived the boy 
swam under and reached the lodge of 
the beavers and entered it. 
As soon 
as he entered the lodge of the beav­ 
ers the old beaver said: ‘My son, lie 
down and I will cut off your leg and 
boil it for your brother to eat/ 
The 
young beaver lay down, his leg was 
cut off, put in a pot and boiled. Then 
the old beaver told the boy that while 
the pot wras boiling he must lie down 
and sleep. 
The boy lay down and 
slept. The man told one of the beav­ 
ers- to swim toward the bank and to 
watch and see when the old woman 
should come out from the water. The 
beaver swam to the bank and sat un­ 
der the grass which hung over the 
bank. 
The 
beaver 
watched 
and 
watched. 


“The old woman and the boy had 
dived in the morning. It was then in 
the afternoon and neither of them 
had come up. 
Toward evening the 
old woman thought to herself: ‘The 
boy must be drowned. 
I must come 
out of the w ater/

jumped out from the water. 
She be­ 
gan to straighten out her hair, and 
as she reached the bank she said: 
‘The boy died under the water a long 
time ago, and we must hunt for his 
body/ 
The people on the boy’s side 
said: ‘No, we must wait until the boy 
comes up from the w ater/ 
The bea­ 
ver came into the lodge and said: 
‘The old woman is now standing on 
the bank/ 
The beavers awoke the 
boy, gave him meat and he ate, and 
then the old beaver threw the bone 
out of the lodge into the water and 
told the young beaver to

The young beaver 
went out, dived into the water, and 
when it returned it had its legs again.

PHOFIT IN PLANTED *OULd’JL\ 


Annual Returns In Illinois of $4*38 
Per Acrc From Larch. 


Both soil and climate conditions 
In 
Illinois 
are favorable to 
tree 
growth, as is well shown by the fact 
that'ovcr 180 species are found, and 
many 
introduced 
species 
thrive. 
Comparatively few species, however 
— those which will furnish po3ts or 
poles at an early age— can be grown 
on the better classes of soil in com­ 
petition with better farm crops. 


During a recent field season the 
Forest Service made a field study to 
ascertain the kinds of trees best 
adapted to planting in tho prairie 
* sections of tho State. 
Over 
100 
plantations were examined and more 
than 20,000 trees were measured as 
a basis for determining the rate of 
growth and the value of the planta­ 
tion. 
The yield of posts or poles an 
aero was computed for the planta­ 
tions 
examined, 
and 
conservative 
prices were assigned in order to find 
their present value. 
Detailed results 
and 
consequent 
recommendations 
are embodied in circular 81 of tho 
Forest Service, “Forest Planting in 
Illinois/' which will be sent free upon 
application to the Forester, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. 


Plantations which show a net an­ 
nual income at three per cent, of $4 
an acre or more are regarded as com­ 
mercially successful. 
Judged by this 
standard, 
the only species 
which 
would have paid throughout are cat- 
alpa, with an average return of $5.IS 
an acre, and larch, with a return of 
$4 .38 an acre. 


With catalpa, ten plantations out 
of fifteen whose products were com­ 
puted have paid more than $4 an 
acre, while two of these have paid 
$9.35 
and 
$16.70, 
respectively. 
Though the average indicated return 
from catalpr, is but little more than 
that from larch, it is often preferable 
to plant catalpa. 
It grows a trifl? 
faster, can be utilized for posts and 
holes at a smaller size, and its wood 
is more durable. 
Besides catalpa 
will grow well on ground that is too 
wet for larch, or which is flooded so 
often that success with farm crops is 
uncertain. 


Of the sixteen larch plantations ex­ 
amined, ten have paid more than $4 
an acre, and of these two have paid 
more than $7 an acre. 
This indi­ 
cates that if a market developes for 
larch posts and poles, as seems likely, 
planting lar^.h will at least be as 
profitable as raising ordinary f a n . 
crops. 


Because Osage orange has been 
planted mainly for hedges its value 
as a plantation tree has been passed 
over. 
That it is unsurpassed in soil 
adaptability and in hardiness has 
been amply demonstrated. 
The on*y 
danger lies in the northern part of 
the State, where it is likely to winter 
kill. 
Tho two Osage orange plan­ 
tations examines show an average 
annual income of $3.12 an acre, a 
sum which undoubtedly could have 
been Increased y*ad the original spac­ 
ing been closer. 
There is good rea­ 
son to believe that Osage orange will 
pay on ground which is unsuited to 
catalpa or larch and which, at the 
same time, will not bring a pro^ e: 
return from farm crops. 


The average return from black 
walnut is low, f ce this tree -equires 
many years to reach a size prolitab) 
to cut. 
It is true that one twenty- 
year-old grove shows an annual in­ 
come of $2.u5 an acre, but# this is 
computed for posts, and no owner 
of a wralnut wrovc is likely to7 cut it 
for these. 
Vwo groves in Whiteside 
and Morgan counties show annual 
incomes of $3.60 and $3.32 an acre, 
respectively, at the end of forty-nino 
and sixty-four years. 
These, how­ 
ever, are by far the best walnut 
groves measured. 
Even under the 
best conditions walnut requires at 
least fifty years to reach a profitabl; 
cutting size, while In one hundred 
yoars the profit should be much 
larger. 
Few persons, however, aro 
likely to undertake such a long-time 
inveslmort. 


In addition to giving tables show­ 
ing the rate of growth of all the 
species of trees which have been 
largely planted in Illinois, sugges­ 
tions 
aro 
give] 
as 
to 
the 
best 
methods of planting and thinning a 
forest ; lantation, and reference is 
made > a plantation recently Uarted 
by the Northern Illinois State Nor­ 
mal School at Do Kalb, according 
to plann prepared by the Forest Ser­ 
vice. 
One of the most instructive 
plantations examined was that estab­ 
lished in 1871 by the University of 
Illinois 
at 
Urbana. 
This 
covers 
about thirteen acres and contains 
twenty species of forest trees, many 
of which have grown well.

Ancient Lead Cisterns and Sussex 


Ironwork. 


The collector on the lookout for 
windfalls is with us everywhere now, 
and even the va«t quantities of scrap 
iron that are melted down and con­ 
verted to various uses by the dealers 
are carefully sorted and ransacked, 
mainly ior two classes of articles, old 
Sussex firabacks and other ironware 
and ancient lead cisterns, the latter 
being mostly regarded as works of 
art as well as curiosity. 


Time was— and not so 
very long 
ago— when all those vast, bare bu- 
beautiful tracts of Sussex we now 
know as the “Downs” were covered 
by rich iorests, but most of the wood 
growing in these was cut down in 
order to feed the iron furnaces which 
then existed in varions parts of the 
country, 
and 
vhich 
supplied 
the 
whole nation with its most arti-tlo 
ironware, especially of the domestic 
kind. 
Then came Sheffield with itu 
resources of coal instead of wood 
fr* the manipulation of the iron, 
T'-us the Sussex ware became rarer 
and move rare, and certain of tho 
ironwork of this kind now brought 
from ancient mansions fetches fancy 
prices, 
Many a fine piece has been 
discovered in old scrap iron. 


The ler*1 cisterns in old mansions 
were not only melted into a mould 
all in one piece, but they were, as to 
their front portion at least, cast in 
the most artistic and quaint designs, 
some of the greatest craftsmen and 
designers in the country being en­ 
gaged in the making of the patterns, 
These old cisterns are sometimes 
dijcoveied 
in 
heaps 
of 
material 
classed as waste, and not long ago a 
splendid ppecimen of the time of 
Charles I. that had come to a Y/Ute- 
chapel dealer from an old Warwick­ 
shire mansion sold for 200 guineas, 
the dcsf~n being particularly beauti­ 
ful a d unimpaired by t^me.— Tit 
Bits.

Why Generals and Circus Men Sclcct! 


White Steeds, 


Arabian horses are more apt to be- 
chestnut, sorrel or light bay than 
gray. Generals and circus men select 
white horses because they are moro 
conspicuous than darker animals. It 
is true that the Percheron heavy 
horse is in some respects preferable 
to the Shire and Clydesdale of Eng­ 
land, because their feet are better 
and they have a springy walk. 


This is due to the mixture of Arab­ 
ian blood away back, but the owner 
of the Shire or Clyde will tell you 
that the Percheron’s knees are not 
so reliablo as those of the English 
horse. 
There are about as many; 
black Percherons as there are gray. 
If Joan of Arc rode a milk-white 
steed, she did it because he was old 
and steady (no colts are white) or 
because the white was in harmonious 
accordance with her riding-habit. It 
is true that St. John saw white horses 
in heaven, but he also saw red horses 
and black horses and yellow horse» 
and one pale horse. 


The biggest, finest and whitest 
mules in the world are in Madrid; in 
Vienna and Budapest the carriage 
and coach horses are all big iron- 
grays, but the running horses are 
generally sorrel or light bay, with an 
occasional black. In Berlin the coach 
teams are bay or brown; in France 
the carriage horses 
are 
bay 
and 
brown, but heavy coach and team 
horses are gray. 
In England bay; 
black and brown predominate, ex­ 
cept on the race-tracks, where they 
are, as everywhere, mostly light bayr 
sorrel or chestnut. 


The late Queen’s great coach team 
were eight gray creams with white 
trimmings. 
In the army dark colors 
are preferred for cavalry and artil­ 
lery, as they are easier groomed and 
less conspicuous in battle. 
There is 
no other so beautiful a carriage team 
as white horses; the trouble, though, 
is to mate them, as no young horses’ 
are ever white. 


Gray Eagle was for a time the rage 
in Kentucky, but Kentucky racehorse 
men do not like gray any more. 
Old 
Eclipse was a sorrel; so was Flying 
Childers; so was Blair Athol. 
Nor­ 
folk was a bay, Lodi a black, True 
Blue a “wine-colored” bay. Joe Dan­ 
iels was, like Lexington, a pale bay* 
Four well-matched bays make a beau­ 
tiful team, but one gray in a four- 
horse team is a color misfit. 
The- 
hackneys are almost all bays. Colors- 
in horses are much a matter of fash­ 
ion.— Salt Lake City Telegram.

ple who receives a university education as here in America. The effects of 
this will doubtless be felt in the next generation. 


Let us hope that these effects wii! be felt not only in the complete equip- 


ment of your citizens for public life, and in their warmer zea! :or civil prog- 
ress, but also in. a true perception of the essential elements of happiness, a 
larger capacity for enjoying: those simple pleasures which the cultivation o* 
taste and the imagination opens to us alL

Boil this mixture for half an hour, 
skimming frequently: then set aside 
to cool and pour over the ham. Leave 
for two weeks; remove the ham; wash 
it in fresh water: dip it. still wet, in 
bran, and coat thickly with it. Now 
take to the smokehouse and hang, 
fciock end down, in smoke from hickory 
chips and sawdust for four weeks. 
Brush off the bran, wrap in brown 
paper, and hang up until needed.—

ASK you to join with me in considering the value and hftlptul- 
ness to the Individual man of scientific studies, and of literary 
stucMes, respectively! not for success in any occupation or pro- 
fession, nor ior any otjher gainful purpose, but for what may b« 
called 'the enjoyment of Qlfe after university 
education has 
ended. 


All education has two sides. 
It is meant to impart th« 
knowledge, the skill, the habits of diligence and concentration, which are 
needed to insui^ practica.1 success. It is also meant to form the character, 
to implant taste, to cultivate the imagination and the emotions, to prepare 
a man to enjoy those delights which belong to hours of leisure, and to tl\e 
Inner life which goes on, or ought to go on. all the time within his own 
heart. 


Every one of us ought to have a second or inner liife. over and above that 
life which he lead« among others for tlie purpose of his avocation, he It to 
serve his country or his neighbor. 
He ought to have some pursuit or taste 
to which he can turn from his daily routine, 
Wliatever the taste or pursuit 
may be. whether of a higher or commoner type, it Is good for him. ibut, of 
couVse. the more wholesome and elevating tlie taste or pui^uit is, so much the 
better for hini. 


The practical lessons I would deduce are that the ardor with which the 
study of the physical sciences is now pursued for practical pnri>oses must not 
icake us 'forget that education has to do a great deal more tlian turn out a 
man to succeed in business. 


In the second place students must remember that, in the study of lan- 
guages and history, they must heware of giving exclusive attention to the 
technical philological work and purely critical inquiries. 


Nowhere in the world does there seem to he so large a proportion of peo. 
pie who receives a university educatioii as here in America. 
The effects of 
thi-s will doubtless be felt in the uex-t generation. 


Let us hope that these effects will be felt not only in the complete equip- 
ment of your citizens for public life, and in their warmer zeal for civil 
prog- 
ress. but also in a true perception of the essential elements of happiness, a 
larger capacity for enjoying those simple pleasures which the cultivation of 
taste and the imagination opens to us alU

A Rap at Science. 


By Jam es Bryce, British. Ambasaadof. 


ASK you to join with me in considoring the value and helpful­ 
ness to the individual man of scientific studies, and of literary 
studies, respectively, not for success in any occupation or pro­ 
fession, nor ifor any other gainful purpose, but for what may be 
called the enjoyment of Jife after university education has 
ended. 


All education has two sides. 
It is meant to impart tli# 
knowledge, the skill, the habits of diligence and concentration, which are 
needed to insure practical success. 
11 is also meant to form the character, 
to implant taste, to cultivate the imagination and the emotions, to prepare 
a man to enjoy those delights which belong to hours of leisure, and to the 
inner life which goes on, or ought to go on, all the .time within his own 
heart. 


Every one of us ought to have a second or inner liife, over and above that 
life which he leads among others for the purpose of his avocation, be it to 
serve his country or his neighbor. 
He ought to «have some pursuit or taste 
to which he can turn from his daily routine. 
Whatever the taste or pursuit 
may be, whether of a higher or commoner type, it i-s good for him, but, of 
course, the more wholesome and elevating the taste or pursuit is, so much the 
better for him. 


The practical lessons I would deduce are that the ardor with which the 
study of the physical sciences is now pursued for practical purposes must not 
«cake us ’forget that education has to do a great deal more than turn out a 
man to succeed in business. 


Iai the second place students must remember that, in the study of lan­ 
guages and history, they must beware of giving exclusive attention to the 
technical philological work and purely critical inquiries. 


Nowhere in the world does there seem *to be so large a proportion of peo» 
pie who receives a university education as here in America. 
The effects of 
this will doubtless be felt in the next generation. 


Let us hope that these effects will be felt not only in the complete equip­ 
ment of your citizens for pu-blic life, and in their warmer zeal for civil prog­ 
ress, but also in a true perception of the essential elements of happiness, a 
larger capacity for enjoying those simple pleasures which the cultivation of 
taste and the imagination opens to us all.

hock end down, in smoke from hickory 
chips and sawdust for four weeks. 
Brush off the bran, wrap in brown 
paper, and hang up until needed.—

Here and There. 


Mrs* Ellen Salles, of Bangor« tin? 
heaviest woman in the slate belt, weigh- 
ing over 800 pounds, died suddenly as 
the result of injuiies sustained from 
heavy lifting. 


While drivlug to Altoona with a load 
of produce, Ezra King, aged 01» a buck 
stcr, w h s run down by a trolley car, both 
horses killed, his wagon demolished and 
himself hurled out and fatally injured. 


By the premature explosion of dyna­ 
mite during a blast at the furnace of the 
Broos Iron Co. at Birdsboro, Enos Al­ 
derman, aged 28 years, was killed. 
He 
was literally blown to pieces. Two oth­ 
er employees were badly hurt. 


William II. Brosius, a member of the 
State Legislature for five terms, died at 
his home, Fern Glen, Lancaster couaty, 
Trom grippe Thursday, aged 08 years, 
Deceased was widely known throughout 
the State in Republican politics. 


On Saturday, Sept. 28. sheriff Mani­ 
fold will sell at public sale at the court­ 
house, York, the real estate of the Flan- 
over FUh Co., consisting of 27 acres of 
land near Hanoycr, with 1| story frame 
dwelling, stable, ice house, etc. 
This is 
the property known as Lake Wolf. 


Titus Knisely, of Red Lion, York 
county, while removing stumps with the 
use of dynamite, was nearly killed on 
Thursday. An unusually heavy charge 
was placed about the butt of a large 
stump and Knisely lit the fuse, but fail 
ed to get away far enough to escape the 
flying pieces. He was struck and knock­ 
ed senseless. 


William A. Culp, aged 24 years, await­ 
ing trial for the death of his brother, 
Floyed Culp, last July at Turtle Creek, 
committed suicide in the county jail by 
hanging himself, using his suspenders as 
a rope. 
Remorse over the fact that 
he had 
killed his own brother be­ 
cause of domestic trouble is supposed to 
have caused the suicide. 


Descending a ladder into a well to 
make some rapairs Charles Fahs, 40 
years old, of Jacobut, York county, fell 
to the bottom, a distance of 30 feet. 
He 
broke an arm and a leg $ud sustained 
internal injuries. Before he made the 
descent the well was pumped dry and a 
ladder placcd in it. A rung of this lad­ 
der broke with his weight and caused 
his fall. 


While five Bethlehem Steel Co. em­ 
ployees were excavating for a sewer at 
tbe plant the sides caved in, recent heavy 
rains having undermined the earth. All 
five employees were buried in the land­ 
slide and a rescuing party went to work 
at once aud dug out three of the men 
alive, but when the bodies of the other 
two were reached they were found to 
have been smothered to death. 


Jesse Morgan, 9 years old, met a ter­ 
rible death at West Middletown, Pa , on 
Thursday evening,when he was dragged 
by a cow belonging to his uncle, J. G. 
Depew The lad thoughtlessly fastened 
the loose end of the cow’s leading rope 
around his neck, and when the animal 
became frightened at something in the 
road the boy was dragged and choked to 
death. 


Col, E. D. Roath died at his home in 
Marietta Thursday at the age of 87 years. 
He had a remarkable war record, aud af­ 
ter hU discharge in 1805, by order of the 
War Department, he wras breveted ina 
jor, lieuteuant colonel and colonel for 
meritorius services. He was a member 
of the Legislature in 1857 and again in 
1867 and served for 50 years as a justice 
of the peace and had the creditable re­ 
cord of never having had a decision in 
a civil case reversed by the courts. 


Holding a shotgun in one hand and 
threateeing to do bodily harm to those 
on his premises, Willium Spangler, of 
Red Lion, York couuty, tore up a por­ 
tion of the sidewalk laid by the street 
commissioners 
Some time ago orders 
were issued to a number of people to 
pave, Spangler being among them. When 
they started to lay Spangler’s pavement, 
after he had refused to lay it himself, he 
secured a shotgun and threatened to 
shoot any one who attempted to come 
on hia property# The burgess threatens 
to have Spangler arrested. 


Hagerstown—Catharine Griffith, aged 
7 years, was badly burned about the face, 
arms and body, by boiling grape butter, 
and it is thought her injuries are of a 
serioua character. The child was sitting 
alongside the stove watching her moth­ 
er stir the butter, aud in getting off the 
chair in some way upset the kettle, the 
contents of which poured over her head 
*nd body. 
Her face, arms and parts of 
her body were burned so badly that piec­ 
es oi the flesh dropped off. 
Her feet 
were also burned. Mrs. Griffith, who 
was standing alongside the child, was 
£lso burned but uot seriously. The child 
puffers intensely and js only partially 
{conscious. 


CAUGHT IN BELTING 


WHIRLED TO DEATH. 


York, Sept. 14. — Accidentally, but 
tragically George 
Foikenroth, aped 
80 years, mot death about 9 o’clock this 
morning while performing hU duties as 
engineer at the Hartley 
Ziegler stone 
quarries in West York borough 
The 
accident, it Is surmised was caused by 
Foikenroth getting his clothing caught 
in a revolving belt of a stone crusher, 
resulting in the body being drawn in the 
belt 
The injuries included a fractured 
skull, broken neck and left arm severed 
from the body. There were not any eye­ 
witnesses to the accident and the cause 
of the tragedy will never be definitely 
known. It is presumed from marks on 
the crusher that Foikenroth was de­ 
scending the steps on the inside of the 
machine, when, in some mauner, he had 
his body drawn into the belt which was 
making many revolutions at the time. 
The lifeless form made the entire revo­ 
lution and was then thrown in a recess 
in the crusher along side the one end of 
the shaft. 
He wn& a single man. 


DREAM SAVED TRAIN. 


Harrisburg, Sept. 12.—Confidence in a 
dream probably averted a big wreck on 
the Nothern Central railroad. 
Previous 
to reporting for duty at the roundhouse 
during the night, engineer James Burd, 
who hauls the Buffalo flyer leaving Har­ 
risburg at 11:10 p. in., dreamed that his 
train had run into a landslide at a point 
between Dauphin and Halifax. He told 
his dream to several roundhouse attach­ 
es, but they laughed at him. Engineer 
Burd, to ease his mind, determined to 
run very slowly between Dauphin and 
Halifax. 
So speeding his train up to 
the limit till dauphin was passed, Burd 
then slowed up. And it was well he did, 
for at a point some distance north of 
Dauphin, identical with the place he had 
seen in his dream, the engine ploughed 
into a landslide. 
Going slowly, the en­ 
gineer was able to bring his train to a 
stop with little or no damage. 


DEMAND REPEAL OF 


PRIMARIES ACT. 


York, Sept. 12.—Prior to adiournment 
to»day the State Association of County 
Commissioners adopted resolutions in 
which the repeal of the uniform prima­ 
ries act was urged because of the num 
erous defects found in its enforcement. 
The resolutions declare that the act ut­ 
terly fails to meet the wants of the peo­ 
ple and the purposes intended. 


The question: “ How can a more equit­ 
able assessment be made and what, if 
any, change, to reach more equitable val 
ues than under the present system 
was discussed ana it was the general be­ 
lief that no additional legislation was 
needed in the matter. 


Solicitor Brcnneman stated that all 
that was wanted was to have the Coun­ 
ty Commissioners, if the assessors fail to 
da their duty, enforce the act of 1842, 
when they sit as a Tax Revision. Instead 
of $50,000,000, he said that the assess­ 
ment of York couuty should be about 


$ 100,000,000.

CRUSHED UNDER TRAIN. 


Cornelius Brodbeck, a workman near 
the coal chutes at Hanover Junction, 
York county, was run down Thursday 
evening by an N. C. express train, killed 
and terribly mangled. Brodbeck was 
walking toward his home and was on 
the northbound track of the railway. 
He was about 75 years old and quite deaf, 
and did not hear the whistle, although 
engineer Amos Reed declares he gave 
the man all possible notice. It was im­ 
possible for the train to stop in time aud 
the old man was caught by the engine 
and practically cut to pieces. 


BLEW OFF HIS HEAD. 


Shamokin, Sept. 12.— Tho headless 
body of Stephen Raker, a prominent 
church member and secret society work­ 
er, was found on a mountain to day by 
Sergeant Henninger aud several com 
panions. 
Raker had committed suicide 
by blowing his head off with dynamite, 
From all appearances Raker seated him­ 
self on a rock and without even remov­ 
ing his hat, placed the dynamite in a 
bag around his neck. Holding both ends, 
he applied a match to the fuse and the 
explosion blew away his head and a por­ 
tion of the neck and chest. Only small 
particles of the head were found. 


Two days before he intended to quit 
the work of running a dinkey engine, J. 
G. Butts of Altoona, was jolted from a 
dirt train, run over and killed. 


Drowned within 150 feet of home in 
his own ice dam was the fate of Charles 
Wagner, aged 01 years, a retired busi 
ness man of Frackville 
Ho went fish 
ing and fell in. 


William Sharp, 70 years old,who made 
his home with Jacob Rabenstein,in Man 
heim township, York county, when told 
that he was to be taken to the alms­ 
house, dropped over dead. 


On Thursday James E. Walker a car* 
penter, of Delta, York county, fell 50 
feet while working at the McCall’s Fer­ 
ry power plant. 
He was quickly taken 
to an emergency hospital. Saturday he 
was taken to the Lancaster General Hos 
pital and it was only J earned then that 
his neck was broken. An effort will be 
made to save his iife, 


Thomas Hagerman, a veteran of the 
Civil War, whose pride it was to relate 
how he was helping to harvest the grain 
at Gettysburg when the soldiers relieved 
him of his work and took part in the 
battle 
instead, died at his home in 
New Cumberland oh Sunday morning 
after an illness of several weeks. He 
was a farmer in York and Cumberland 
counties for many years before he mov­ 
ed to New Cumberland, He is survived 
by a wife and six children. 


After suffering several days from 
blood poisoning resulting from cutting 
her thumb recently with a butcher knife, 
Mrs Ellen Steeu of West Chester, died 
at her home. 
She was 08 years old. 


As John Wolf was oiliug the line 
shaftings at the Bethlehem Steel works, 
his clothing caught in the machinery. 
He was whirled around until his cloth­ 
ing gave way and he was thrown vio 
lently to the floor, his neck being broken.

Executive Places 


in targe Stores 


Dy EDWARD WTLLISTOX FRENTZ. 


When a salesgirl in a particular 


department of a large store has dem- 
onstrated that she has ability above 
her fellows in that department she is 
advanced to the position of "head of 
stock."" She still keeps her place as a 
salesgirl, and still sells goods, but in 
addition she exercises a general over- 
sight over the goods, watches for de- 
pletion in any particular line, makes 
cotes of thoss styles or qualities 
which sell best, keeps the buyer for 
that department informed, and, in 
general, pushes the sales. For this 
she receives a slight increase of 
wages, so that she is usually the best 
paid saiesgiri in her department. 


If she sho-ivs ability she next be- 


comes -clerical assistant" to the buy- 
er. 
Thus, starting with a poorer 


equipment in the way of education, 
she has now fought her way up to the 
position, referred to in the preceding 
paper, which the college girl took 
when she entered the store. 


In this position she gets the point 


of view of the buyer of goods, in ad- 
dition to tfcar of the seller, which she 
acquired at the counter down stairs. 
She keeps the stock sheets, which re- 
cord the transactions in all the va- 
rious lines. 
She learns where the 


buyer gets the $15 suits which sold 
so well last month, and what lines 
have netted the largest profits. 


In some stores the position of cler- 


ical assistant does not exist by that 
name. In such places the successful 
head of stock becomesassistantbuyer. 


In addition to those duties just de- 


scribed, she will visit the wholesale 
markets with the buyer, and will be 
responsible for the stock in her de- 
partment, once it is in the store. She 
must watch it closely, and know 
when to push a "dull" line by judi- 
cious advertising or by special mark- 
down sales. Her wages will be from 
§15 to $40 a week, and she may also 
have a commission on sales. 


The buyer's position is the goal of 


every ambitious department store 
girl. 
Not only are the emoluments 


greater in the matter of money, but 
there are trips to the great wholesale 
markets, as New York in the East, 
Chicago and St. Louis in the West, 
New Orleans in the South and San 
Francisco on the Pacific coast. 
In 


many departments there are also 
yearly or semi-yearly trips to JLondon 
or Paris. This gives variety and adds 
charm to the work. 


The requirements are energy, good 


taste, executive ability to handle sub- 
ordinates, and above all, and rarest 
of all, the ''buying instinct"—the 
ability to make a good trade. Rare 
as this quality is, it shows itself as 
often in women as in men, and it al- 
jvays commands a high figure. The 
salaries of buyers depend both on 
their ability and on the department 
which they represent. The buyer for 
the smallest department would hard- 
ly receive less than S20 a week, and 
in the more important departments 
the salaries of women sometimes 
range as high as §7000 or SSOOO. 


Besides the positions that hare 


been mentioned there are other v.-ell 
paid places for capable girls in the 
department store. Store guides ra- 
ceive from $15 to $25 a week; secre- 
taries to the higher officers from $15 
to $30. It sometimes happens that a 
girl who begins at the lower rounds 
of the ladder may show small ability 
for climbing by the regular and usual 
steps, and yet may develop qualities 
which push her into one of these 
higher places of another sort. 


Every one who has noticed the 


lists of ''intended occupations*5 of 
the graduating classes of men's col- 
leges is aware that the number of 
those who enter the professions has 
decreased, while the number of those 
who select a business career has in- 
creased. 


The reason is plain. 
Collage men 


have learned that the money rewards 
of success in business are greater. 


The growing and coming changes 


In the character of department store 
work are beginning to have a similar 
effect upon the minds of intelligent 
girls. With the raising of the stand- 
ard of ability, business life is tempt- 
ing them more and more, and fore- 
most among business opportunities 
stands the department store.—Youth's 
Companion.

Executive Places 


in Lar^e Stores

Dy EDWARD WïLIJSTON FRENTZ. 


When a salesgirl In a particular 
department of a large store has dem- 
onstrated that she has ability above 
her fellows In that department she Is 
advanced to the po.sltlon of "head of 
stock." She still keeps her place as a 
"salesgirl, and still sells goods, but in 
addition she exercises a general over- 
eight over the goods, watches for de- 
pletion in any particular line, makes 
notes of those styles or 
qualities 
which sell best, keeps the buyer for 
that department informed, and, in 
general, pushes the sales. 
For this 
she 
receives 
a 
slight increase of 
wages, so that she Is usually the best 
paid salesgirl in her department. 


If she shows ability she next be- 
comes "clerical assistant" to the buy- 
er. 
Thus, starting with a poorer 
equipment in the way of education, 
she has now fought her way up to the 
position, referred to in the preceding 
paper, which the college girl 
took 
when she entered the store. 


In this position she gets the point 
of view of the buyer of goods, in ad- 
dition to that of the seller, which she 
acquired at the counter down stairs. 
She keeps the stock sheets, which re- 
cord the transactions in all the va- 
rious lines. 
She learns where tho 
buyer gets the $15 suits which sold 
so well last month, and what lines 
have netted the largest profits. 


In some stores the position of cler- 
ical assistant does not exist by that 
name. 
In such places the successful 
head of stock becomes assistantbuyer. 


In addition to those duties just de- 
scribed. she will visit the wholesale 
markets with the buyer, and will be 
responsible for the stock in her de- 
partment, once it is In the store. 
She 
must watch it closely, 
and 
know 
when to push a "dull" line by judi- 
cious advertising or by special mark- 
down sales. 
Her wages will be fi'om 
$ 1 5 t o $ 4 0 a week, and she may also 
have a commission on sales. 


The buyer's position is the goal of 
every 
ambitious 
department 
store 
girl. 
Not only are the emoluments 
greater in the matter of money, but 
there are trips to the great wholesale 
markets, as New York in the East, 
Chicago and St. Louis in the West, 
New Orleans in the South and San 
Francisco on the Pacific coast. 
In 
many 
departments 
there are 
also 
yearly or semi-yearly trips to London 
or Paris. 
This gives variety and adds 
charm to the work. 


The requirements are energy, good 
taste, executive ability to handle sub- 
ordinates, and above all, and rarest 
of all, the "buying 
Instinct"—the 
ability to make a good trade. 
Rare 
as this quality is, it shows itself as 
often in women as in men, and it al- 
jvays commands a high 
figure. 
The 
salaries of buyers depend both on 
their ability and on the department 
which they represent. 
The buyer for 
the smallest department would hard- 
ly receive less than $20 a week, and 
in the more important departments 
the 
salaries 
oi 
women 
sometimes 
range as high as $7000 or $8000. 


Besides the positions 
that 
have 
been mentioned there are other well 
paid places for capable girls In the 
department store. 
Store guides re- 
ceive from $15 to $25 a week; secre- 
taries to the higher officers from $15 
to $30. 
It sometimes happens that a 
girl who begins at the lower rounds 
of the ladder may show small ability 
for climbing by the regular and usual 
steps, and yet may develop qualities 
which push her into one of 
these 
higher places of another sort. 


Every one who has noticed the 
lists of "Intended 
occupations" of 
the graduating classes of men's col- 
leges is aware that the number of 
those who enter the professions has 
decreased, while the number of those 
who select a business career has in- 
creased. 


. The reason is plain. 
College men 
have learned that the money rewards 
of success in business are greater. 


The growing and coming changes 
in the character of department store 
work are beginning to have a similar 
effect upon the minds of intelligent 
girls. 
With the raising of the stand- 
ard of ability, business life is tempt- 
ing them more and more, and fore- 
most among business opportunities 
stands the department store.-r-Youth's

Executive Places 


in Large Stores 
i i 


Dy EDWARD WILLISTON FRENTZ. 


When a salesgirl in a particular 
department of a large store has dem­ 
onstrated that she has ability above 
her fellows in that department she is 
advanced to the position of “head of 
stock.” She still keeps her place as a 
Salesgirl, and still sells goods, but in 
addition she exercises a general over­ 
sight over the goods, watches for de­ 
pletion in any particular line, makes 
notes of those styles or qualities 
which sell best, keeps the buyer for 
that department informed, and, in 
general, pushes the sales. 
For this 
she 
receives 
a 
slight increase of 
wages, so that she is usually the best 
paid salesgirl in her department. 


If she shows ability she next be­ 
comes “clerical assistant” to the buy­ 
er. 
Thus, starting with a poorer 
equipment in the way of education, 
she has now fought her way up to the 
position, referred to in the preceding 
paper, which the college girl took 
when she entered the store. 


In this position she gets the point 
of view of the buyer of goods, in ad­ 
dition to that of the seller, which she 
acquired at the counter down stairs.' 
She keeps the stock sheets, which re­ 
cord the transactions in all the va­ 
rious lines. 
She learns where tho 
buyer gets the $15 suits which sold 
so well last month, and what lines 
have netted the largest profits. 


In some stores the position of cler­ 
ical assistant does not exist by that 
name. 
In such places the successful 
head of stock becomes assistantbuyer. 


In addition to those duties just de­ 
scribed, she will visit the wholesale 
markets with the buyer, and will be 
responsible for the stock in her de­ 
partment, once it is in the store. 
She 
must watch it closely, 
and 
know 
when to push a “dull” line by judi­ 
cious advertising or by special mark­ 
down sales. 
Her wages will be from 
$ 1 5 to $ 4 0 a week, and she may also 
have a commission on sales. 


The buyer’s position is the goal of 
every ambitious 
department store 
girl. 
Not only are the emoluments 
greater in the matter of money, but 
there are trips to the great wholesale 
markets, as New York in the East, 
Chicago and St. Louis in the West, 
New Orleans in the South and San 
Francisco on the Pacific coast. 
In 
many departments there are also 
yearly or semi-yearly trips to London 
or Paris. This gives variety and adds 
charm to the work. 


The requirements are energy, good 
taste, executive ability to handle sub­ 
ordinates, and above all, and rarest 
of all, the “buying Instinct”— the 
ability to make a good trade. 
Rare 
as this quality is, it shows itself as 
often in women as in men, and it al- 
jvays commands a high figure. 
The 
salaries of buyers depend both on 
their ability and on the department 
which they represent. The buyer for 
the smallest department would hard­ 
ly receive less than $20 a week, and 
in the more important departments 
the salaries of women sometimes 
range as high as $7000 or $8000. 


Besides the positions 
that 
have 
been mentioned there are other well 
paid places for capable girls in the 
department store. 
Store guides re­ 
ceive from $15 to $25 a week; secre­ 
taries to the higher officers from $15 
to $30. 
It sometimes happens that a 
girl who begins at the lower rounds 
of the ladder may show small ability 
for climbing by the regular and usual 
steps, and yet may develop qualities 
which push her into one of these 
higher places of another sort. 


Every one who has noticed the 
lists of “intended occupations” of 
the graduating classes of men’s col­ 
leges is aware that the number of 
those who enter the professions has 
decreased, while the number of those 
who select a business career has in­ 
creased. 


. The reason is plain. 
College men 
have learned that the money rewards 
of success in business are greater. 


The growing and coming changes 
in the character of department store 
work are beginning to have a similar 
effect upon the minds of intelligent 
girls. 
With the raising of the stand­ 
ard of ability, business life is tempt­ 
ing them more and more, and fore­ 
most among business opportunities 
stands the department store.-r-Youth’s 
Companion.
